The officers have nothing to warrant 
their arresting anyone and if any further 
steps will be taken they will be to secure 
new evidence. 
The officers, of course 


have uo intention of giving up the chase 
for the criminal, but so much chasing has 
been dona that there seems little more to 
do. 


Nothing 
New. 


The testimony given today added noth- 


ing of importance to the light stock of 
knowledge already gathered, 
A number 
/i witnesses were examined, but to no 
purpose. The inquest suspends with abso- 
lutely nothing new so far as it is possible 
to learn. The case is still an unsolved 
mystery. 


Murderer Wa« a Guest, 


The stories told at the inquest give the 


officers room to form a theory of how the 
crime was committed, 
Reed's barn was 


found open the day the murder was dis- 
covered, and Reed was known to be very 
careful ia locking his barn. 
It is also 


known that Reed expectdjL visitors that 
Friday night. He told hisl^Jer so in tho 
presence of Mrs. Crosier, who was their 
last visitor, and he said so at the meat 
market when Mrs. Crosier had left. 
It ia 


believed then that the murderer was a 
guest at < he Reed house. He had either 
got into I/he house to remain for the night 
before the Reeds retired or the Reeds had 
gone to bed leaving the house open to 
receive him. 
Perhaps he entered the 


house by unhooking the screen door, 
introduci ng his arm throiifi-h the window 
to do so. However, it is certain that hi3 


horse was in the barn, fora stall beside3 
the one occupied by Reed's horse was used 
that night. From these points it is easy 
to deduce the probable proceedure of the 
murderer. He got the mallet from the 
barn, entered the house and attacked 
Reed. 


Went 1 l> Slalrs. 


When his work on Reed was completed 


he laid down his mallet, was disturbed by 
the noise upstairs, went up there, shot the 
woman and later got his horse and got 
out. Tha lone man with the white hat 
was seen driving rapidly away, holding a 
blanket around himself to hide his iden- 
tity, but has not been seen farther away 
than on the bridge, nor has anybody been 
able to identify him. The officers are 
convinced that the man in the wagon was 
the murderer, but who he was the most 
diligent search has not been able to re- 
veal. 


Same Old Stories. 


The stories going the rounds yesterday 


were of little value. One was concerning 
Elijah Eurdick, who was taken to the po- 
lice station Saturday in an unbalanced 
state of mind. He is suffering from re- 
ligious mania and is now at his home in 
Florida. The officers gave some attention 
to him yesterday and called Dr. Riley, tho 
physician, who examined him, to the po- 
lice station, to make inquiries. The man 
is inoffensive and harmless. Another 
story was that a mortgage, recently fore- 
closed was found in the Reed papers. It 
was on a man's property who had de- 
clared ho would have revenge and "do 
up" Reed some time. There is no end to 
such stories, and the officers and public 
are equally tired of them, but not one of 
them ia allowed to pass without investiga- 
tion. 


To Burn tlic House. 


Chief Kendall has an impression that 


has not yet been given. It is that the 
murderer attempted to burn the Reed 
house to conceal his crime. The chief 
says that a lamp full of oil was found over- 
turned in a lot of clothing in the room 
leading to the stairway. From the way 
in which it was placed the chief IB satis- 
fied it was thrown there with the inten- 
tion of sitting fire to the clothing and fur* 
niture. 


iluiteu sensation. 


The big sensation of the lot appeared 


last night about 9,30 o'clock, when Sheriff 
Emmitt F. Haskins of Charlemont and A. 
A, Shippsey of Rowe drove into North Ad- 
ams on the trail of Charles Bonai and 
David Weeks, who are wanted for the 
George M. NicUol murder at Daniel 
Farms, Ct., July 22. The deputy had 
traced the men to the Five roads, about 
half a mile from the center of the city. In 
the absence oi any reasonable clew to the 
Reed murder it did not take long to con- 
nect these fugitives with the Reed crime. 
After an hour's search Deputy Haskins 
and his companion were located at the 
Fitchburg railroad yard hunting around 
the engines for information. 


Tlio Deput)' Talks, 


Deputy Haskins consented to talk and 


said that last Monday a man came into 
his barn when he was at work and asked 
for something to eat. Mr. Hfiskins asked 
if he wanted to pay for the meal. The 
man took out a 10-cent piece from hisleft 
pocket and said "that's all I have in tha 
world." "Well," said Mr, Haskins, "I'll 
not be so hard as to ask a man to part 
with his last cent." The stranger got into 
conversation with Mr, Haskins and said 
he.had come from Connecticut, where he 
had run a boarding-house for some time. 
He also stated that he bad worked for 
some time there and on leaving was pre-^ 
sented with an overcoat by his employer- 
He remarked on the hardships of tramp- 
ing and said that threemonths ago he never 
expected to have to tramp the country,

After some philosophical discussion on 


the pressure of fate Mrs, Haskins ap- 
peared and Mr. Haskins asked if she 
could give the man a dinner. She thought 
she could, but the stranger said, "Never 
mind. I'll go on. What," he inquired, 
"is that sign on the cars there we read, 
'Return to 
?'" "Oh, yes," said Mr. 


Haskins; "return to Zoar. Didn't you 
ever hear of Rowe ore mines?" "No, I 
didn't; can I get work there?" "You 
can if you are not particular what you do. 
There are Italians there." "Hang the 
Italians, we want to earn a few dollars." 
'"You say 'we,'" said Mr. Haskins, "is. 
any one with you?"j" Yes, I have a friend," 
The man departed, and went to the home 
of Rev. Mr. Joslyn, where both had din- 
ner. 
Locating Hie nicn. 


The next day Mr. Haskins received 


notice iroin the Pinkerton agency about 
the Nichols murder and the offer of J1000 
reward. 
He was astounded when he 


recognized one of the pictures to be that 
of the stranger, and that he was Bonai. 
He showed the pictures to his wife and 
she recognized them. Then he took them 
to the minister, and he pointed out Weeks 
positively. 
The deputy was convinced 


that he had had noted criminals and a big 
reward within his grasp, and 1 et both go. 
He lost no time in getting on their track, 
and set out with Mr. Shippsey, who had 
come over to visit him. 
The first trace 


the officer found of his men was at Zoar, 
where they had stopped at the Madison 
house to get something to eat. 
The pic- 


tures were shown to Mr. Madison, who 
recognized them at once as the pictures of 
his charity boarders. 


A. Ill-ink ol'Butterinllk. 


The trail was followed up and the men 


were located again at the house of Mra. 
Tyler, a boarding mistress at Hoosac 
Mount. The men were looking for some- 
thing to eat, and looked, Mrs. Tyler 
thought, as if they had slept on the soft 
side of a plank, as Bonai, the curly- 
bearded one, explained to Mr. Haskins 
was his bed Sunday night. 
The men 


were traced to Whitcomb hill, on top of 
Florida mountain, where they asked for 
food at Mr. Whitcomb's house. They got 
a drink of buttermilk, but inothing else. 


A Blind Trail. 


The trail was blind after that until it 


was found again at the Broderick house 
at the Five roads, half a mile tj-om North 
Adams. 
Their appearance 
there was 


about 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoon. The 
officers searched North Adams last night 
assisted by deputy sheriff Moloney, ana 
think they have got on the track again. 
There is no difficulty, they say, in recog- 
nizing the men, for both are well dressed 
and far from looking like tramps. Bonai 
wears a gold ring, both have overcoats 
they carry on their arms, and both have 


hand bags. Bonai's curly hair particu- 
larly gives him away. It is the opinion 
of Mr. Haskins that the men steered clear 
of the center of North Adams and made 
a circuit around it. 


Were Here Early. 


There are certain things which indicate 


their presence in the city in the latter 
part of last week. Two strangers last Fri- 
day night wanted to hire a rig at Livery- 
man Daniels' stables on State street. One 
of the first things reported to Detective 
Pease by Chief Kendall when the detec- 
tive arrived to work on tho Reed mystery 
was that two strange meu had been seen 
in the city, and that one of them was 
heard to say to the other: "They have of- 
fered jjlOOO ibr us;" and the other replied: 
"That don't matter, they can't take us 
witlfout a warrant." 


ExMiuIinlna T'apor. 


Besides Mrs. Tyler of Hoosac Tunnel 


told Deputy Basfcins that the men said 
when they got to North Adams they 
would get what they needed and seemed 
to know as much about North Adams as 
Mis. Tyler. There is a possibility of tho 
. men being in North Adams last week and 
doubling on their tracks. Had they auy- 
tbiug to do with the Reed mystery th'jj- 
might take courage to return to this city, 
finding that no suspicion fell on auy one 
but some person who had a grudge against 
Reed. Mrs. Tyler saw the men examine 
some papers which they 
took 
from 


a large pocket-book. When the people of 
North Adams learn toda.T that probably 
three murderers are harboring in the vi- 
cinity of the city they will have a peculiar 
sense of security. 
There has been a 


marked improvement in tuo firearm busi- 
ness since the Reed murder, and it may 
take another boom. The news of the new 
.importations reached the city too late 
iast night for the officers to make any 
very great attempt to locate the wanted 
meu. 


Mil.* Ray'k Claim. 


If the heirs of the murdered Henry and 


Blanche Reed of North Adams have se- 
cured the services of lawyers to look to 
their interests it may be of interest to 
these people and the public to know that 
Miss Jennie Ray, who has been reported 
as quite ill at her sister's of Oakland, Me., 
has or claims to have in her possession 
certain papers which will lay claim to 
more or less of the property of the de- 
ceased. 


Letter* Were Opened. 


The Kays are very careful not to give 


out the amount or nature of these papers 
but the inference is drawn that they are 
in the form of notes and mortgages. Miss 
Ray has stated that when writing to Reed 
she had to be very careful and send notes 
and letters by special carrier for if they 
were delivered at the house Blanche Reed 
always opened them and read their con- 
tents. This is the wny she always treated 
her brother's mail, whether it was of a 
private nature or not, Miss Ray states. 


IVlr&. Itay IN At raid. 


Miss Ray has intimated that Hiram 


Tinney ought to be able to throw some 
light upon Reed's last transactions. She 
likewise reaffirms that brother and sister 
together could not have had over $10,000. 
Mrs. William Ray, her mother, expresses 
constant fear that some detectives will 
visit them and says if her daughter can be 
moved she will go to some place where n° 
one can find them, until the examination 
is over. 


A GOOD WQflD FOR THE REEDS, 


A Friend Protests Against All the 


Abuse Heaped Upon Them. 


WlLUAMSTOWN, MASS., Aug. 10, 1S97.— 


EDITOR OF TRANSCRIPT:—Will you 
al- 


low me space in your valuable paper to 
express some Ideas of mine relative to the 
victims of the late murder, (heir methods 
of living, characteristics, etc. The press 
has been very full of criticism of Mr. Ee«d 
and his sister and with one exception I 
have looked in vain for a kindly feeling 
expressed or comments favorable to the 
dead until it is become a common saying 
and belief that they must be very black 
indeed. I have known Mr. Henry Reed 
in a business as well as in a friendly way 
and at times quite confidential manner 
and I believe that many who have like- 
wise shared in his good will can agree 
with mo in my statement that he was not 
wholly a bad man, that he had many good 
traits about him. In his personal appear- 
ance whenever seen upon the street he 
was an especially well kept, cleanly man; 
his clothes were in good style and he was 
courteous to those whom he thought de- 
served respect, in conversation he was 
kindly unless to Borne one whom he 
thought 
opposed 
him 
in 
some 


manner 
in 
business 
deal 
or 


meant to get an advantage of him. 
He admired manly men and despised 
snobs. His years of business deals of the 
especial kind in which he was, taught 
him suspicion, and he recognized the true 
inwardness of many who 
pretended 


friendly feelings when seeking advan- 
tages. Perhaps his out-spoken feelings to 
such served to make enemies where more 
policy would have served better. He 
recognized in religious bodies a cloaking 
for many sins, at the same time he saw 
the beauties of true Christian feeling. He 
had very few intimate friends for the 
reason perhaps that keen competition in 
business and wagging tongues early made 
him bitter toward the world, and 1 be- 
lieve an early lore affair added to his feel- 
ing of distrust of mankind. He also went 
little into social gatherings, perhaps from 
reasons of expense. Early in life he be- 
came the mainstay of his father's family, 
a mother and two sisters. The expenses 
and the want of money early taught him 
that he must save his pennies to get on 
in the world. This idea no doubt grew 
into a love of money making and a pas- 
sion. His 
business knowledge of the 


people 
he 
dealt 
with, 
is: 
The 


moniless, 
and 
as 
he 
expressed 


and believed them to be on the whole, 
the shiftless and lazy class,-would not pay 


unless dealt with upon the strict business 
line, nor could he afford to do so. Hh 
loans were for the most part small, and 
while his usurious rates for accommoda- 
tion were a large per cent, were in fact 
often of small amount in comparison to 
the accommodation given to borrower. 
His securities were usually of such a class 
as to cause much loss eventually and from 
people who would not be able to get bank 
aid—his chattels wera on such as second- 
hand goods, unsaleable and as stated, on 
hand at present in liis home—I doubt if 
all he has would make him whole on his 
loans if sold at public auction. So many 
of these kind of deals have secured for 
him, and will tor auy one, a reputation 
unsavory, while for the most part done on 
the stricUy business Hue. 


Another thing he was a strictly temper- 


ate man. This to many would menu stingi 
iiess- and to the class with whom he dealt 
cause comments unf,ivoi-able. His prop- 
arty was of a kind in real estate, forms', 
etc., that would at times embarass him as 
well as his tenants, by expenses of various 
lands—in fact his life was of such a nature 
03 to make a man unstable, nervous and 
cause him troubles of all kinds. Still with 
all, of those thousands whom he has 


| rieilt I doubt if one can find very many to 


whom he has not shown leniency and 
favor", and kindness, let such speak of his 
good traits, his evil will be often enough 
iceited. 


As to his morals—ho often deplored his 


evils and his conscience smote him. lie 
wKhed for a bettor lito and had his sur- 
roundings been better would no doubt hove 
been nearer riffht. Let his Qod judge hi m ! 
,!STo doubt exists in the writer's mind that 
his death paid a penalty for bis misdeeds, 
and that a woman is at the bottom of this 
crime. 


As regards hig sister. 
An excuse may 


also be had for her slack house-keeping so 
thoroughly expressed by the fact that she 
was a poor, weak, broken-down woman, 
more flt for a hospital cot than in drag- 
ging- herself about the house, so thorough- 
ly full of every pawn shop devise, that 
HO strong well woman could have kept it 
neat, used through many years to a dif- 
ferent kind of work, tailoring, she no 
| doubt lost heart and was worn out in the 


house. Their reason for the use of the 
house as store 
was the

dence in being able to pay rent and clerk 
hire and other expenses incurred in a 
store. She was a woman who expressed 
good morals, deplored her brother's kind 
of business, and to the writer said she 
wanted him to sell out his goods and re- 
tire from any business, or get into soma- 
thiug more respectable and of less trouble 
150 them both, which he was able to do.

A Transcript Correspondent Looks 


Backward. 


Editors TRANSCRIPT —Havins; returned 


from the meeting; ot the TRANSCRIPT as- 
sociation on July 30, ult., which was sup- 
plemented with a visit among relatives 
and friends, and settled down again to the 
daily routine of home life, gome notes and 
comments come crowding in which you 
will pardon me for recording 


The American people are fond of inno- 


vations, and the meetmg referred to was 
certainly an innovation, very unique in 
all its appointments, 
reflecting great 


credit upon the originators, and cannot 
fail of having a good and healthy influ- 
ence npon the local columns of THE 
TR4TSCKIPT. 


The pleasant comments of the meeting 


on the following week were anticipated 
and appreciated by the editors and read- 
ers, and can but have the effectotcement- 
ing a fraternal feeling between the different 
factions that go to make up the paper. It 
is a wonder that other local papers do not 
imitate the course just adopted by THE 
TRANSCRIPT. 


This little departure in local journalism 


but confirms the already recognized fact 
that the world moves, and to keep in the 
swim we must move with it. 


The Springfield Sunday Republican of 


January 21,1894, devoted a page to a his- 
tory of five veteran editors of Western 
Massachusetts, among which was James 
T. Robinson, then at tbe head of Tirfc, 
TRANSCRIPT. He was described as being 
a finished orator, judge of probate ior 
Berkshire county, ane rly advrcateof the 
old Free Soil party, and had done much 
to build up THE TR VNS.CRIPT, having then 
been at the head of the management lor 
28 years, during which time tlie news- 
papeis of Berkshire made great progress 


Henry S. Gere of the Hampshire Ga- 


zette is another of the five editors, who 
tells his experience in local journalism 
He says 
"In 1S521 began arranging the 


home news under a separate local news 
heading, which was the first arrangement 
of the kind in this part of the state. In 
five years the local news had swelled to 10 
or 12 columns a week. This department 
has gained with great rapidity during the 
last half century, and has been a great 
means of educating tbe people 
There is 


no better schooling for youns: men or 
women than m ntmg for the new spapers 
It enlarges and developes the best there 
is in them 
Mr. Gere also recalls that at 


that time only a small bundle, or a few 
copies of the Republican, came to North- 
ampton 
On being asked why the pub- 


lishers of 40 years ago did not see their 
opportunity and give ihe people of that 
time tho quality ol newspapers they give 
now' The answer is ihis 
Why did not 


the mature tree, bending beneath its 
weight of golden iruit at harvest time, 
bear its golden fruit m its earlier years t 
Newspapers grow, like trees. 


The first dally papers that came into 


this place, (West Cummington) was at the 
opening of the civil war in the spring of 
1861, 
now the New York, Boston and 


Springfield dailies are regularly taken, at 
well as several of the local dailies 


A single generation has greatly devel- 


oped the facilities for receiving and the 
taste for reading the newspapers, and 
now every interest, whether religious, 
social or financial, has its journals, espec- 
ially adopted to its use To show the 


march of journalism during the past cen- 
tury, we quote a late newspaper item 
which states that in 1795 a reading club in 
Deecfleld made arrangements to take 
every paper then published in the United 
States! Think of making that attempt at 
the present time. 


The writer has in his possession the fac- 


simile of "The New Kngland Couraut" 
published at Boston by Berijaman Frank- 
lin, under date, Feb. 11,1734 It is n single 
leaf ot two columns, three inches wide, on 
each paper, the sheet measuring 8x12 
inches. It is largely devoted to a, speech 
delivered m Parliament, Oct 11,1722, and 
contains but one local item, that oi a firs 
in Cornhill the day before, and two local 
advertisements of three Maes each Frank- 
lin's printing press stands, with a large 
collection of relics, in the old State House 
in Boston, and on the same day the writer 
saw it in 1891, he visited the Boston Globe 
office, which gives an idea of the march 
of journalism in 170 years. 


But Mr. Editor, I have already written 


more than I expected when I began, and 
Jest I weary you with my ramblmgs, must 
draw to a close. 
And wishing you re- 


newed prosperity in all your undertak- 
ings, with the desire that the fraternal 
relations so well established between 
yourself and your correspondents may 
continue, and that your paner,THE NORTH. 
AD I.MS TPANSCRIPT, may remain, as here- 
tofore, a bright and shining light in
